Continuing, the senator said he 
knew the South was not entirely 
content with the Stevenson posi- 
tion on the Supreme Court's 
school decision, but Mr. Stevenson 
remains more acceptable than 
any other major contender. 

On July 30 Senator Prescott 
Bush, who is chairman of the 
Republican convention Platform 
Committee, said ‘“‘without ques- 
tion’’ the delegates at San Fran- 
cisco would have a strong civil 
rights platform which would in- 
clude President Eisenhower's 
civil rights legislation.

Harold Stassen Upsets 
Party Captains’ Plans 


Harold Stassen asked for and received 
a leave of absence from his Eisenhower 
Cabinet position to push his search for a 
vice. president more acceptable than Vice 
President Nixon, darling of the profes- 
sionals in charge of the party machinery. 

Stassen without doubt embarrassed 
the party. Whether he cauSed the Presi- 
dent any such emotion now seems du- 
bious. It has never been denjed he met 
with Eisenhower and informed him 
of his plans before the President departed 
for Panama. 


Nor is there any doubt but that Stas- 
sen was the spokesman for a group within 
the party. That it was the so-called 
“Dewey faction” is likely. This group 
believes the President can win. But it is 
not at all sure the party can regain con- 
trol of the Congress. Nixon is distrusted 
by millions, in and out of his party. He 
and the President might well regain 
their offices in November and find them- 
selves confronting a Democratie Congress. 
This the “Dewey group” does not want. 

Stassen was their spokesman. And he 
had cleared it with the President. What 
remains a mystery is that Stassen did not 
clear with Christian Herter, governor of 
Massachusetts, the fact that he would 
promote him as his vice presidential 
choice. 

Stassen, free now of any official 
“family” connection, can go to work. The 
odds are against him. The professionals 
are trying, almost ,desperately, to close 
ranks and make it unanimous for Nixon. 
But Stassen can carry his fight to the 
convention. Unless a political miracle 
occurs he will be steamrollered. But, he 
can try. 

The odds also are against his return 
to the Cabinet. 


He likely is at the end of the road 
insofar as his career as an Ike man is 
concerned. Leonard Hall will see to that, 
if he can. 


But Stassen has done his party and 
nation a service. That all good Republi- 
cans do not like Nixon is clear. And while 
the GOP convention may have been 
rigged to shout nothing but “aye” on 
Mr. Hall’s cue, now there may be a few 
“nays.”

Harold Stassen’s sudden denial of Richard Nixon as vice presi- 
dential candidate for the Republican: ticket seems to have shocked 
his party and the public. His action is difficult to understand. He 
could have two motives. One might be his own personal ambition. 


Stassen could be hoping that his 
action will set off a groundswell 
which will sweep through party and 
unseat Nixon.

But he could have a nobler mo- 
tive; that is, he could be thinking 
of the greater good of the Repub- 
lican Party and the nation, 

He*could be thinking like this: 

Suppose President Eisenhower 


suffers another illness before the 


campaign? That would reduce his 
chances of victory, despite his per- 
sonal popularity because the more 
people who think that Nixon stands 
a good chance of being president, 
the more people will vote Demo- 
cratic. 

And what if President Eisenhow- 
er should become seriously ill or 
incapacitated—or even die—in of- 
fice?

Dr. Howard is a tactful physician 
in a city of about 25.000 people. 

“Dr. Crane, one of my patients 
came in yesterday and asked me 
to . her a favor.

‘Sex Problems in naeicvioans? but 
she hesitates to write to our local 
newspaper for it. 

“For she says she knows many 
of the employes who work there 
and she feels embarrassed about 
their possibly learning of her re- 
quest. | 

‘In cases like this, why couldn't 
patients Write in care of some oth- 
er newspaper in a different city? 

“I am sure far more people in 
the smaller towns would avail 
themselves of your scientific book- 
lets if they could feel pdsitive the 
local folks would not know about 
their requests. 

“In my practice, I keep a sup- 
ply of your booklets on hand and 
use, them to save me the time I 
would otherwise need to spend tu- 
toring each one individually on 
such matters. 

“I’m sure many of your medical 
colleagues follow my example, too, 
for at our County Medical ‘Society 
last month, several doctors at my 
table said they were following my 
plan regarding your printed aids.” 

Through the years I have noticed 
this same problem which Dr. How- 
ard describes.

West opened the ten of dia- 
monds, dummy ducked, and East 
overtook with the jack which de- 
clarer permitted to hold. East 
continued with the queen which 
went to dummy’s ace. The jack 
of clubs was led and East covered 
with the king. This is the correct 
play, since it preserves West's 
entry if he happens to hold the 
ace of clubs and loses nothing if 
declarer has the ace. South won 
and played the eight of clubs, but 
West with an eye to shutting out 
the rest of dummy’s clubs refused 
to take the queen. 


At this point, declarer decided 
to abandon the club suit. Dum- 
my’s queen of hearts would prove 
to be an entry only if West held 
the king of hearts, but if declarer 
persisted with the establishment 
of the clubs. the defenders would 
surely build up enough tricks to 
sink the contract, what with the 
established diamonds, the club. 
and the eventual king of hearts. 


Declarer shifted his attack by 
leading a low heart. West took 
the king, then knocked out South’s 
second stopper in diamonds. De- 
clarer then led a heart to the 
queen and a heart back to his 
ace. On this trick West had to 
make an embarrassing discard. 
He must either unguard the spade 
queen, or the club queen, or dis- 
card one of his good diamonds. 
He chose to release a diamond, 
whereupon declarer threw him in 
with a club. He could cash one 
diamond which was his fourth 
trick, but then had to lead from 
his queen of spades. On the low 
lead, the jack was put up and 
when it held, declarer took the 
last three tricks.

' Their coats will look just as 
much in fashion three or four 
years from now as they do to- 
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Although simplicity is the key- 
note of these coats, it by no 
means places them in a non- 
descript or ordinary category. 
There are many features, all 
handled in a subtle manner, that 
make these coats desirable to 
fashion-minded women. 


Fur trims on collars and cuffs 
are coming bock into fashion ac- 
ceptance with a flurry. Many of 
these coats have notched collars 
trimmed with beaver, nutria and 
leopard. There are also mink 
shawl collars. Even the hand- 
some new tweed coats have fur 
collars, if desired. 


FABRIC 


This company feels that fabric 
is one of the most important 
items in determining the luxury 
and beauty of a coat. It makes 
for beauty that will stand the 
test of time and wear. 

Backing up this theory are 
three major woolens that have 
one coramon denominator. They 
all look thick and luxurious, yet 
they are weightless as far as 
winter coats go. 

One of these fabrics, which is 
being featured in shades of an- 
tique gold and sapphire blue, 
has the velvety depth of a rare 
fur.

Typical of the fashion without 
being extreme that can be of- 
fered in coats is the one modeled 
by Dee Evans.

Then and Now 


Whoo-ee! As my Great Aunt Dillie was wont to exclaim. 
Has anybody been reading the magazines lately? 

I tell you, it’s a revelation the things you find out. Why, 
the ads alone are like a course in sociology—or is it anthropol- 
ogy? Anyway, you can learn a lot about how the human race 
is—if not why. 


Two correspondents put me on to this in a kind of delayed 
reaction to a couple of columns of several weeks ago which 
pondered the question: Why is the young American male crazy 
about cars? A young American male answered that one at the 
time, you may recall, by saying: ‘‘The automobile is the pri- 
mary symbol of masculinity in a culture that has an increasing 
tendency toward female dominance.’’ 

Comes now a gentleman from the University of Cincinnati 
with two full-page ads from the New Yorker. Both show Ameri- 
can males (rather elderly, this time) relaxing in pretty fancy 
convertibles. One contends that “what a mink coat does to perk 
up a lady” this car does for a male. The caption is “‘“Mink Coat 
for Father.”’ 


The other ad urges you to ‘‘make your ‘escape’”’ in this 
particular automobile. 

These ads, writes Edward F. White of Cincinnati, ‘‘seem to 
get close to the viewpoint expressed by the young man’’ in this 
column. William Faulkner, continues Mr. White, “‘has in one 
of his novels—I think it is ‘Knight’s Gambit’—a whole page 
commenting on the automobile as a symbol of virility. I can't 
make up my own mind as to the amount of truth in these ob- 
servations.’’ 

While I cogitated over men and machines another cor- 
respondent wrote in to point out a curious parallel in last week's 
Life which didn’t seem to occur to the editors. 

“In the back, an account of a party for modern teen-agers,” 
she points out. ‘That is, 15-year-olds. How to handle them with- 
out their knowing it—prepare the party and retire to your peep- 
hole, sort of. 

‘Meanwhile, back on Page 70, a 16-year-old theological stu- 
dent in Boston gets thrown out of the church, railroaded out 
of town by his folks, makes his way to Illinois, joins the Volun- 
teers, leaves them in New Orleans, joins the Regular Army and 
fights in the Mexican War. That’s 1844. Moreover, he writes 
it all down and illustrates it and Life, a hundred years later, 
finds it vital enough stuff to devote almost an issue to it.’’ 


What's the difference between teen-agers now and then? 

She points up some differences: ‘In this day and time it 
couldn’t have happened. The church wouldn’t have kicked him 
out for associating with athletes, theater and newspaper people. 
His parents wouldn’t have sent him West to dig up a disgruntled 
uncle who had borrowed money from his father. The Army 
wouldn’t have taken him. In New Orleans some social agency 
would have shipped him back to ton. According to our 
standards he was an A-1 juvenile delinquent. Yet, in 10 years, 
he returns to Boston and becomes a sterling citizen. ” 


Apropos of the freedom enjoyed and the self reliance de- 


veloped by teen-agers of the old days, she cites the will of the 
mother of August Baldwin Longstreet. Mrs. Longstreet was, 
according to Longstreet’ s biographer, John Donald Wade, torn 
from her early home in New Jersey, lived in Georgia for nearly 
90 years and yet she believed the shifting to the westward had 
not ceased. 

*“My sons,’”’ she wrote in her will, ‘‘sometimes speak of mov- 
ing west or elsewhere from this country, and they may pos- 
sibly wish to move, and it is my wish that they should remove, 
to a land of better promise for them and their children, and 

would do nothing to detain them here a moment longer than 


| their own concerns .detain them.”’ 


How’s that for clipping the apron strings? My correspondent 
adds a final, sobering note: ‘Maybe people had lots of kids 
in those mys and let go of them easier.’’

It begins with a rock- 
ing of the shoulders, the move- 
ment flowing smoothly to the 
legs and, finally, to the ankles, 
which are important in giving 
power to the kick. All the time 
she’s doing a backstroke arm 
movement. i 

“It’s just like the movement 
a fish uses, hence the name, 
except humans move up and 
down instead of swishing from 
side to side,’ he explained.
